Buffalo has already experienced some situations 
concerning the advisability of -having Security-Plash 
notices placed with the Bureau* s Identification Division 
for subjects being included in Section A of the Reserve 
Index. It is noted tb&t no specific instruction or 
policy in this regard was contained in re SAC letter* 

It is the view of Buffalo that it would be most desirable 
for Securi ty— Plash notices to be in effect for Section A 
Reserve Index subjects because (1) it is necessary to bring 
up to date annually information concerning these subjects; 
(2)it would be very desirable to be aware of their whereabout 
as soon as practical should anv chances in locale of 
residence take place; (3) new-found data concerning arrests 
aid other reasons for fingerprinting would be desirable, and 
( h) other phases of handling these subjects are similar in 
nature to those on the Security Index. 

For the above reasons, the Buffalo Office, will, 
XJACB, make effort to place or retain Security-Plash notices 
on all Section A Reserve Index subjects in the future* 



It is suggested that the Bureau, because of the 
desirability of this procedure and in the interest of 
uniformity throughout the field, may desire to establish 
the foregoing as a field-wide procedure bv issuance of 
appropriate directive.

include not only Cubans but also non-Cubans who have been 
engaged in substantial activities in furtherance of the aims 
and purposes of the Cuban Government, in support of pro- 
Castro groups or organizations or in furtherance of the 
communist or subversive infiltration of pro-Castro groups. 



This tabulation will be effected at the Bureau based 
on recommendations from the field. With regard to individuals 
now on the Security Index who should' be so tabbed. Form FD-122 
should be submitted promptly with the notation "Pro-Cuban" t 
typed directly opposite the words "Miscellaneous (specify)" 
m xne space provided on the form. Attached to the Form FD-122 
should be an additional page containing a concise summary of 
facts which prompt the recommendation for this tabbing. These 
instructions in no way affect the character of cases under 
which subjects are currently being investigated. 



Careful consideration should be given jat this time 
to recommending for inclusion in the Security Index those

The facts which form the Basis 
for recommendation for inclusion must be established through 
reliable informants, sources or individuals or by physical 
evidence and must be concisely -set forth in the succinct summary 
of facts appearing on the required additional page or pages

might be followed in the event of a limited emergency would, in 
all probability, be different for aliens as distinguished from 
U S. citizens it is imperative that the citizenship status of 
these individuals be clearly established.

By providing for this "Pro-Cuban" tabulation, combined with 
our existing capacity to differentiate between aliens and citizens on 
the Security Index, we will be able to identify immediately those with 
whom we would have to contend in a limited emergency involving_Cuba. 

As in case of our planning for Formosan open hostilities in 1955, we 
1 will be faced with different lines of action in event of limited Cuban 
I emergency as distinguished from a full-scale emergency in which entire

emergency we would in all probability proceed against aliens with

existing Security Index it is believed we should afford firm guidance 

I to the field in recommending additional individuals for the Security 
Index who in consideration of the clear and present identification 
of the Cuban Government as being pro communist, pro-Soviet Bloc and anti- 
United States, would be deemed dangerous or potentially dangerous to 
the internal security of the U.S. in event of an emergency involving 
l Cuba and the U.S. In requiring that the facts clearly and unmistakably 
depict a subject as a dangerous individual who could be expected to 
commit acts inimical to the national defense and public safety in such 
an eventuality we are instructing the field that, in recommending 
additional subjects for the Security Index on this basis, there should 
be a substantial showing of data within the following standards: 

(a) An individual has served as a leader or officer or has 
substantially participated in the activities of a pro-Castro organization 
, and has engaged in activities which have included either the preparation 
or distribution of pro-Cuban, or anti-U.S. propaganda; the active 
collection of funds for any agency or representative of the Cuban 
Government or for a pro-casrro group, which funds are not intended for 
the relief of human suffering or other charitable purposes; active 
participation in acts of violence against anti-Castro individuals or 
groups or zgainst the United States; or the active collection of 
intelligence data regarding the national defense of the United States 
or which would serve the purposes of the Cuban Government as opposed to 
the interests of the United States, where there are ./reasonable grounds 
to believe that such data is to be or has been conveyed to any agency 
or representative of the Cuban Government. 

(b) An individual, whether he has participated in 
organizational activity or not, has engaged in one or more activities 
specified in (a) above and it has been clearly established, by overt 

I acts or statements or other evidence, that there are reasonable grounds 
to believe the loyalty of the individual would lie with the Cuban 
Government in the event of armed conflict between the Cuban Government 
and the United States.

there must be a clear showing, by overt acts or statements or other 
evidence, that there has been a continuing sympathy for the aims and 
objectives of the Cuban Government since 10-1-60.

Emergency Detention Program maintained in an up-to-date status 
both at Seat ox Government (SOG) and in the field with duplicate vital 
records for successful implementation of this Program stored away from 
SOG and headquarters cities. Lists of SI subjects and places for 
search under the Piaster Search Warrant kept current in the Department.

Dissemination responsibilities closely supervised to insure 
adequate discharge of our responsioilities. Dissemination to State 
Department and Central Intelligence Agency and Legal Attaches 
continues heavy because of travel of subversives abroad. SAC Letter 
61-22 dated April 13, 1061, clearly defined instances iu which 
field must advise the Bureau of Individuals of security interest 
traveling abroad. 

Security programs of other agencies depend iu a great extent on 
iwXw*iurti.iua uis^emxnaieu to xnem oy the Bureau. We continue to 
receive numerous requests from defense agencies and United States 
Coast Guard for witnesses for appearance at hearings. Identities 
of 103 potential witnesses made available to these agencies for 
possible utilization at hearings during above period. 

Increased activity on part of Nationalist Part y> of Puerto Rico 
and other Proindcpendence Groups has necessitated continued intensified 
coverage. Information developed afforded immediate and complete 
dissemination to interested agencies. Six of these organizations 
receive continuous investigative attention because of their potential 
for violence. The pro independence student group at the University of 
Puerto Rico has affiliated with an international Soviet-controlled 
front which exercises considerable influence among the students. 
Individuals associated with these organizations have committed 
malicious nuisance acts, made several attempts to destroy United States 
property and conducted several anti-United States picketings. 

Membership ranges from a few to over a thousand and emphasis has 

been placed on uniting all organizations into one mass movement 
for independence. The relationship between Castro, the Soviet Union 
and Puerto Rican independence movement has been closely followed.

A . Semiannual Status Letters re Verification of Addresses 



It will no longer be necessary to submit letters on 
January 15 and July 15 of each year advising that all Security 
Index cards are in an up-to-date status and whether addresses 
for all Security Index subjects have been verified within the 
preceding six months. The residence and employment of these 
subjects must continue to be verified at least once each six 
months in accordance with current Bureau instructions.

B. Semiannual Letters re Status of Annual Report Program 

Discontinue the submission of semiannual letters on 
September 1 and March 1 of each year advising of the status of 
this Program. Insure, however, that the reports in Security 
Index cases are submitted in accordance with the schedule set 
forth in Section 87 D of the Manual of Instructions. 



C. Transmittal of Key Figure Lists to the Bureau 

Discontinue the submission of lists of key figures 
presently required to be submitted on April 1 and October 1 of 
each year. Continue to maintain current lists of key figures, 
including top functionaries, in your office as required by 
Section 87 D of the Manual of Instructions. 



D. Security Index Subjects Employed in Key Facilities 

Submit reports on Security Index subjects employed in 
key facilities on an annual basis in the future unless, of 
course, such subjects are key figures or top functionaries. If 
such be the case, reports should be submitted in accordance 
with the instructions pertaining to submission of reports in 
key figure and top functionary cases. Although it will no 
longer be necessary to submit semiannual reports in the routine 
key facility case, you should insure that if pertinent information 
is developed of particular and immediate interest, such must 
be promptly furnished the interested agency. , 

E. Submission of Summary Reports in Security Index Cases - 



Section 87 D of the Manual of Instructions specifies 
that a summary report must be in possession of the Bureau when 
a subject is recommended for the Security Index. This rule 
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still applies if the report is the initial report in the ease. 
However, in those cases in which previous investigative reports 
.have been submitted and which are documented in accordance with 
the practices established by SAC Letter 121 (H) dated December 
20, 1951 , as amended, a summary report need not be submitted 
when recommending a subject's name for inclusion in the Security 
Index. Such recommendations should, however, be accompanied 
by a current investigative report.
